the third node of the golden triangle 
of Hoysala architecture. It is stunning 


with triple towers, intricate friezes on its 
outer walls, incredibly ornate ceilings in 
the pillared hall, and flawlessly sculpted 
images of gods, goddesses, and scenes 
from the epics. It is extolled as a perfect 
example of Hoysala architecture, and is 
one of the best-preserved temples in 
the region. 


Located roughly 200 km from Kolkata, 
Santiniketan beckons travellers with its 
rich tapestry of red soil, lush forests, 
quaint villages and the indelible heritage 
of Rabindranath Tagore, one of Bengal’s 
most revered litterateurs and philosophers 
and a Nobel laureate. It is located in Bolpur, 
which is at the heart of many spiritual 
traditions and cultures such as Santhal and 
baul (wandering minstrels singing mystical 
songs) practices. Santiniketan was recently 
declared a UNESCO World Heritage Site. 


Visva Bharati 
Santiniketan comes from two words 
santi (peace) and niketan (abode), 


which represents the vision of Maharshi 
Debendranath Tagore, the father of 
Rabindranath Tagore, who chanced upon 
this beautiful area and established an 


ashram (spiritual retreat) in 1863. A young 
Rabindranath Tagore would often wander 
among the groves and hillocks, immersing 
himself in its serenity far from the hustle 
and bustle of erstwhile Calcutta. In 1901, he 
established a school here - the acclaimed 
Patha Bhavana, and in 1921, he founded 
Visva Bharati, which is considered to be one 
of the most prestigious universities in India. 
It was here that Tagore focused on 
educating young Indians to transcend 
religious, political and caste barriers. The 
classes were held amidst groves and 
students were taught social sciences, music, 
art, philosophy and community service, 
while groomed to be mindful of nature and 
biodiversity. This institution symbolised 
Tagore’s ideal of Eastern cultures meeting 
Western disciplines, and was founded on 
nonviolence and nurturance of one’s mind 
and soul. 


Visit Santiniketan 
A trip to Santiniketan is incomplete without 


a tour of the Visva Bharati complex that 
houses Maharshi Debendranath Tagore’s 
meditation spot Chhatimtala, the Upasana 
Griha, a beautiful prayer hall constructed 
of glass, and Kala Bhavana, which is well- 
known as a distinguished centre for visual 
art practice and research in India. Also visit 
the Uttarayan Complex, Notun Bari and 
Rabindra Bhavana. The latter houses a 
museum where Tagore’s literary and artistic 
works as well as his awards are on display. 


One of Santiniketan'’s most popular events 
is the annual Poush Mela, a large fair held in 
the month of Poush (falls around December 
and January), which attracts tourists from 
across the globe. Originally celebrating the 
winter harvest, this fair has evolved over the 
years to become an extensive exhibition 
of arts, crafts and cultures of rural Bengal, 
including performances by bauls. Winters 
are also perfect for safaris at Ballavpur 
Wildlife Sanctuary and Deer Park, and fora 
quiet stroll and picnic along the Kopai river!

Fashion brand, London-based designer with 
Indian connect, Manimekala Fuller says she 
wants to partner with women artisans in 
India to create clothes that will support 

and revitalise traditional crafts.

During the G20 Summit held in New Delhi in September, 
as world leaders met, Akshata Murty, the wife of United 
Kingdom's Prime Minister Rishi Sunak, turned heads with 
her sartorial choices, especially a chic lavender dress. 
The breezy, marble-print ensemble was symbolic of her 
British and Incilan connection as it had been designed 
by Manimekala Fuller, a UK-based designer with Indian 
connect. The young designer, who is half Indian and half 
British, says her designs are coloured by her experience 
of seeing handmade clothes. 


Ecstatic to have been chosen by Murty, Fuller, inacandid 
tete-a-tete, talks about how her Indian roots inspired her 
journey into the world of fashion. 


Who is the Manimekala woman? 

Women of all ages can wear my designs. It gives 
me immense joy to find clients in their 20s to 7Qs. 
| never wanted to follow fashion that was 
exclusionary and aimed only at young women so that 
target is met. 


The story so far 
| have grown up seeing clothes being embroidered 
or sewn by hand at home in India, especially on the 
maternal side of my family. | have always loved making 
clothes and am fascinated by how what we wear affects 
our thoughts, feelings and behaviour. | studied Arts 
and then went on to study Fashion Design in 

London. While | grew up in Manchester, | 
regularly visit relatives in Mumbai and 
Bengaluru. 


Design influence 
In asea of pastels that primarily rule 
British mood-boards, my instinct 
for colour and pattern, derived 
from my Indian heritage, stands 
out, But in silhouettes, | prefer 
a more Western style. | enjoy 
European fashion from the 
1950s and ‘70s, with long, 
flowing skirts with fitted 
waists. My designs combine 
these elements with simple 
but elegant silhouettes, 
created with bold colours 
and intricate textile prints. 


The UK First Lady Akshata Murty 


Through my label, | experiment with traditional 
handcrafted techniques and develop them in 
combination with new technologies to create original 
textile designs. My label's signature print is marbling, 
and | am currently experimenting with hand dyeing 
techniques like fkat My designs are inspired by an 
amalgamation of different influences, and are often 
very personal, linked to feelings or memories. 


Sustainability 
Sustainability and practicality are very important to 
me - | only use natural fibres. Occasionally, | use up- 
cycled dead-stock fabrics. | never design anything | 
wouldn't wear myself and | test wear every new design 
before releasing it, to make sure it’s easily wearable and 
comfortable. Also, everything has pockets! | feel if | am 
going to create more clothing, then it is my duty to put 
the value back into clothing and textiles and support 
the people who make them. There are many incredible 
textile crafts that are struggling to survive, and if we 
don't support the communities who create them, the 
nowledge and skills will die. 


The Akshata Murty Moment 
We received arequest from Ms Murty for one of our Valli 
dresses. As the G20 summit was being held in India, 
she was keen to wear brands with an Indian or British- 
Indian connection. | am fortunate to have dressed many 
notable women in the UK and beyond, but this was a 
very special platform. It was humbling to see her wear 
one of my designs; it's a career highlight for sure! 


Manimekala and Movies 

Designing costumes for movies would 
be quite different as it’s all about 
creating an immersive world. The 
details in costumes can tell a whole 
backstory about a character that the 
film narrative might not have time to 
go into. For instance, in Bridgerton's 
season 2 (OTT series), every character 
wore gowns. But for the characters of 
the Sharma sisters (Kate and Edwina 
Sharma), the colours, motifs and 
jewellery chosen represented their 
Indian heritage! For viewers of 
ey” similar heritage who recognise 
these details, it can be very 
emotional to see your identity 
represented in popular media.
